BOXING DISCUSSED 


Mr. Lemos, Coach Bud Win- 
ter, Mr. G. Darwin Peavy, and 
Coach Ed Adams represented the 
Salinas Junior College at the} 
Northern California Junior Col- 
lege Conference meeting held in 
San Francisco last Saturday. 

It was a lengthy meeting at 
which this year’s track schedule, 
and next year’s football schedule, 
were made up. Other very im- 
portant business that took place 
was. the naming of the all-con- 
ference football team. Joe Gar- 
cia was one of the two unani- 
mous choices for the star eleven. 
Joe was awarded the left end 
position. Salinas Jaysee placed 
Burton Stokes, Val Marchi and 
Americo Vella on the second all- 
conference eleven. 


Whether boxing should be an 
intercollegiate sport, and the en- 
forcement of eligibility rules was 
discussed. It was moved by 
Coach “Scoop” Carlson, of Marin 
Jaysee, that teeth be put in the 
eligibility rules about non-eligi- 
ble players. It was decided that 
any school using ineligible men 
will be dropped from the re- 
spective sport for. one year. 

The local junior college was 
awarded the “B” conference 
track meet, which will be held 
on the local field on April 29.

_ “Thou shalt not steal”, is an old saying from the 
Bible. 

And this saying still holds true today in the city 
and in the country alike. It should also apply to col- 
lege students,, at least to those attending the most re- 
spectable junior college in the state of California --- 
Salinas Junior College. 

During the past months a large amount of petty 
thievery went on at our Jaysee. Students climbed into 
the coke room and removed several bottles of cokes from 
the locker room each day until the supply of cokes in 
the store room was gone. Besides this, candy, ice cream, 
Salinas windshield stickers, and many other goods have 
been taken. 

Also, along with the matter of candies and cokes 
being stolen, we have the same trouble with missing 
papers, pencils, and books. 

Another serious matter which has aroused students 
was a notice that appeared on the bulletin board the 
other day saying, ‘‘Will the person or persons who took 
eight or nine sweat jerseys from the gym please return 
them. No blocks will be issued until they are returned”’. 
Signed, Coach Ed Adams. 

Some students lifted the glass top from the student 
store show case on the night of the S. A. P. dance. This 
emphasizes the fact that one can’t leave anything lying 
around the S. J. C campus in plain sight one hour and 
expect to get it back the next. 

-A college is supposed to be a place for grown-ups; 
a place where students can get along together without 
taking the school’s or anyone’s belongings. 

A trick of this kind might be expected of very 
young or mentally deficient students, but surely not of 
anyone in Salinas Junior College. The worst part of it 
all is that the guilty persons pay no attention to notices 
like this and, consequently, they later get into a great 
deal of trouble. 

At this time we wish to warn all students who have 
been mixed up in this stealing at Salinas Jaysee that 
they have been asked to “lay-off”. A simple warning 
should be sufficient, but if it isn’t, a more strict means 
of ridding the school of thieving will have to be used. 
A punishment for the whole school might result and this 
would take in everyone, good and bad. 

Let’s try to eliminate these acts and strive to make 
our Jaysee a cooperative and loyal institution for higher 
learning.
